President Hinckley, speaking at 
the recent Priesthood Session of 
General Conference said “I regret 
I am so old at a time when life is 
so exciting” —ever the optimist 
even in his ninety-seventh year.

As to this state, there are just a few rare statements about our 
Father in Heaven’s intent about mortality.

God also made it clear that in 
this estate, righteous experience is part of the plan. “Know 
thou, my son, that all these things shall give thee experience, and 
shall be for thy good.” D&C122:7. 

These fundamental perceptions about life make all the dif- 
ference in meeting the challenges we face with faith and hap- 
piness. Knowing this, even with all the pressures of the 
Kingdom on his shoulders, President Hinckley looks with 
excitement at the challenges ahead. Somehow, meeting the 
stresses of life appropriately and correctly is more likely 
when one has the correct expectations about life. 

As missionaries, we are certainly not exempt from the 
challenges and stresses of life. In fact, they are many times 
more poignant, personal and challenging than at any other 
time in our lives. However, if we truly understand our Father 
in Heaven’s intentions concerning our life and its purpose, 
then we can look at life as full of “excitement” regardless of 
its stresses and challenges. Missions, it seems, are an accel- 
erated profusion of experiences and challenges specifically 
tailored by a loving Father to our individual needs. 











Sister Moeller and I are honored to serve with you as you 
meet not only your own personal challenges, but those of 
your investigators who you come to love more than your- 
selves. 

I believe there are some ways we can build personal 
strength to carry the cross of experience that we have been 
asked to carry. First, we can and should repent so as not to 
continue to carry the burden of sin that we need not carry. 
“ _..Let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us, and let us run with patience the race that is set 
before us.” Hebrews 12:1 

Also, always remember that you are not alone. Your 
Father in Heaven is always near and will answer your 
prayers. In your work and challenges as a missionary, 
whether they be personal or with a companion or investiga- 
tor, they are meant for your growth and experience to ulti- 
mately bring you to eternal life. Also, remember what the 
great prophet Elisha said to his young friend when they saw 
that Israel was surrounded by a hostile force. He said “They 
that be with us are more than they that be with them.” 

Then the prophet prayed that his young friend might also 
see and know and his prayer was granted and he saw and 
was comforted.

“Henry the Fifth”. They were given by their leader when a 
greatly outnumbered force was to go to battle the next day 
and he wanted them to know their place in history by 
saying to them: “He that outlives this day, and comes safe 
home will stand a tip-toe when this day is named. And gentlemen 
in England now abed shall count themselves accursed they were 
not here, and hold their manhoods cheap whiles any speaks that 
fought with us upon St. Crispens day.

— that we will stand tip-toe when this dispensation of time 
is mentioned and others will be envious of the experiences 
and opportunities that this mission has provided each of us.
